INTERFERING WITH: 
TRADE. . 


A couple of days ago, in the 
course of an article by our Wn- 
chow correspondent, it was stated 
that two vessels had come 
into that port, one flying the 
British and the other the Ameri- 
can flag. after each had paid 
large sums of money twice or 
three times on the way down the 
West River, in order to be allow- 
ed to pass ‘from one Treaty Port, 
to another in safety. The incid- 
ent, small in itself, typically 
illustrates the utter lack of con- 
trol by Chinese authorities qver 
the waterways of their country. 
These things are occurring every 
day, on practically every river in 
China, even over those water- 
ways which are the channels of 
important foreign trade. Chinese 
and‘ foreign vessels alike are 
compelled to pay these absolutely 
ilegal imposts, and. it seems 
nobody's business to put a stop 
to this unwarranted interference 
with trade and commerce. In 
Certain parts, pirate gangs are 
in full control, operating. an ex- 
tensive -system of “squeeze” 
from which no vessels are im- 
mune. In others, besides paying 
the pirates, ships have to hand 
over.tolls to organised bands of 
soldiery. The Chinese author- 
ities know these facts full well, 
just as foreign officials do, but 
no-one appears to make the least 
endeavour to free the waterways 


of these rapacious pests. 


We’ seem to have reached a 
stage when the levying of these 
imposts is looked upon as quite 
normal and proper. Chinese 
officialdom. is helpless, and the 
Powers appear almost to have 
become reconciled to this sorry 
state of affairs. In other times, 
the persistent interference with 


commerce which is so common o|* 


feature of shipping nowadays 
would never has been tolerated 
fora moment. The Powers would 
have quickly: brought China up 
with a round turn and insisted 
on thé right of freedom of trade. 
Their present attitude is one of 
the sorriest- aspects of current 
conditions in China. So far from 
helping towards a solution of the 
problem, it only serves to en- 
courage the Chinese authorities 
to plead inability to deal with the 


|| situation. 


Not-only is this interference 
bad’ for. foreign trade, but. it 
strikes at Chinese business just 
as much, if, indeed, not more. “Is 

lit “any wonder ‘that, with: sack 


conditions prevailing, the Chinese: ud 


far as foreign trade is, concerned, 
it would almost soem as if the 
only protection possible is regular 
‘naval patrolling cf China’s rivers 
by foreign craft.. The ‘foreign 
squadrons,: after all, are in the 
East for the protection-of foreign 
interests. ‘And there-“is ‘not the 
least doubt that those”interests 
are Gaily being placed in jeopardy 
through the activities of these 
pirate and soldier gangs. 


The Cylt of Cremation. 


Tho rpforences by a contributor 


has led to the clause in many 
willsby which medical attendants 
are requested to make certain of 
the testator’s death before burial, 
for instance by severing the 
arteries at.the wrists. It has 
also given an impetus to the 
fashion of cremation in Western 
countries—two recent’ notable 
examples being the late Lord 
Morley and the Iate Mr. Bonar 
Law. But spart from such con- 
siderations, there are those - of 
economy, and even sanitation, 


‘ lwhich make cremation preferable 


to ordinary burial, and it is 
a fashion that might well become 
universalintime. Weare taught 
that the soul lives on, and the 
body has been the mere casket 
for our immortal vitality: Ashes 
to ashes seems more reasonable 
in our present advanced state of 
civilisation than dust unto dust. 


Naval Armaments. 


The invitation by the. Govern- 
ment of the united States of 
Amterica to various conntries, 
which wei. not signatories to the 
Washington Naval Treaty, to 
attend a conference with the 
object of extending the provisions 
of the Treaty to themselves, 
indicates that new: energy: is 
be infused into the nava} disarma- 
ment movement. This is good 
news indeed, for the trend of 
political thought‘among most of 
the. "big Powers has tended to 
break away from the restrictions 
imposed by that pact, and 
there seemed small likelihood 
of the matter being taken up 
again with any unanimity of en- 
thusiasm in the future. For it 
has always to be remembered that 
the present restrictions of uaval 
power are mefely a trial, only in 
force for a limited period, and 
when this expires the signatory 
Powers will be free again to act 
according] to thetr particular 
wishes—or consciences. Is it too 
much to hope that even more 
workable restrictions can 
agreed to when that time comes? 
We trust not, but we are none too 
hopeful. Yet,” there seems to 
have been s brightening spark of 
the"proper spirit visible of late, in 
thelwritings end public utterances 
of various statesmen. Perhaps, 
after all, the nations are begin- 
ning to get really sick of quarrell- 
ing, and to realise fully the 
benefits not only of present peace 
but also of absence of apprehen- 
sion about the future.

"A NEW BOOK ON THE | 
YANGTZE. 


Tt is but natural that anyone 
who can write is moved to place 
pen to paper when new 
sights, new sounds, new know- 
ledge ofa strange land arise 
with their varied effect on 
the mind. We find this expres- 
sion of what seems strange to 
& newcomer in letters to friends 
far awsy, and occasionally 
we find it in books of travel and 
adventure.
